Mayor Robert Kinnsird Dies at His 
Home in This Ci^ After Linger- 
ing Illness. 

After a lint'erint: and painful illness 
Mai. Robert Kiiiiiaird passed peace- 
full> away at his home, on Stanford 
street, Monday morning at twoo'clock 
Several years ago, he was attacked ciy 
throat trouble, which annoyed him 
very much, and finally drifted into 
tubereoloais of the throat. He aeldom 
complalaed. however, and aot antil a 
few months ago did he give evMenee 
of the trouble. He ipoke to aeveral 
of his Intimate friends In regard to 
his condition, but never gave up until 
weakness and intense suffering pre- 
vented his coming to his otllce. 

Major Kinnaird was born in Lancas 
ter on the 12tli day of January, l"<^><. 
spending his life in this city. Wlien 
a mere boy, he went to work under 
bis father. Squire Wm H Kinnaird, in 
the Natkmal Bank ta Laneaater. He 
was fond of the business, and his 




steady work soon won for bim the re- 
sponsible place of teller in that insti- 
tution, which position he held for 
more than twenty years. Altliough 
he handled thousands iipnn thousaiuis 
of dollars, yet he never made an error 
of conseiiuence, and was always polite 
and obliging to those who came into 
tbe place of business. In fact, his 
courteous and gentlemanly treatment 
of everybody, rieh and poor alike, 
made a legion of warm and faithful 
f rienda for tbe banit He also worked 
Insoranee at the same time, and this 
grew to aoeh an extent that in latter 
years he haa been in thia boainem al- 
together. 

When the law was made creating 
the olVice of Mayor for towns of Lan 
caster's class, he was uiiaiiiiiniusly 
elected to that otiice, and has till- 
ed that responsible place ever ainoe. 
He waa tor Improvements, and the up 
building of tbe town. When the Cltv 
Coundl voted a tie en granting tbe 
franchise for electric lights, he quick- 
ly cast the deciding vote, althougli a 
strong fight was made against the im- 
provement. He was the same way in 
every matter coming before the Coun- 
cil. Our readers will renieinber what 
a tight was made against the water 
works improvement. We cm say 
trom personal knowledge that Hob 
Kinnaird did more hard work to bring 
about tbisimprov em e at than any man 
in tbe town. Be BMde a peiaoaal ap- 
peal to almoat every voter In the town 
limits to vote for water. 

Lancaster never had a more liberal 
citizen. He contributed willingly to 
every worthy cause, and would cheer- 
fully give his last pennv to any 
one In need. Every one who had 
the plea.sure of his acquaintance 
called him "'Bob," and when people, 
old and young take the liberty of ad- 
dressing an older man by his first 
name, it is proof oonelasive that deep 
down In their hearta they have a tove 
for that person. He was a member of 
all the local lodges, but devoted al- 
most his entire attention to his tifst 
love— Masonry. He was secretary of 
Lancaster Lodge 104 for many years, 
and held that responsible oHice at the 
time of liis death. He was a life long 
and consistent member of the Presby- 
terian church, and while he made no 
show of his religion, yet we never 
knew a mora eonadentiooa and God- 
fearing man. He waa one of tlie few 
men who pat their religion Into the 
every day walks of life by doing unto 
others as he would have them do unto 
him and by helping, aiding and amitt- 
ing those in distress, sickness or need. 
He had a superlative contempt for a 
man who would parade in the garb of 
Christian on Sunday and tlien turn 
the cold shoulder to his fellowmen 
darlag the ha ri as m porttoa of the 
wedc 

Bobert Ktamaird waa the aoa <rf Wm 
Hand Fktay MeKee Kinnaird, who 

come from the most prominent fami- 
lies in Kentucky's history. His fath- 
er, who was cashier of tbe National 
Bank for so many years, came to Lan- 
caster when fourteen years of age and 
in 1865 organized and op'^ned that in- 
stitution. He is survived by a wife 
and three children, bis paimitB,lve 
bisters and three brothers. 

The funeral servicea wereeondnet- 
ed at the residence Tuesday afternoon 
at four o'clock, his brother-in-law, Dr 
Donald McDonald, officiating, at con- 
clusion of which the Knights Templar 
and Master Masons took charge of the 
remains and proceeded to the Lancas- 
ter Cemetery, wljere Sir Knight Hen- 
ry GSandlf r, of Ryan Commandery 
No 17, conducted tbe beautiful and 
impressive burial services. Tbe grave 
was completely bidden from view by 
the IIV^ hanoMMM floral designs.

SAVES TH E PUPIL S' TEETH.

The dental statistics gathered in many 
Bnropcaa dttes have revealed socli an 
alarming condition of affairs that Ger- 
many, at least, has decided to adopt 
combative measures. In all large towns 
dental clinics have been founded, con- 
sisting, as a rule, of specially iltted-up 
rooms in one of tbe central schools. 
Fully qualified dentists are appointed, 
who devote their whole time to their du- 
ties, but In Stuttgart the worli is done 
voluntarily by the local dentists. That 
such a movement is necessary ran 
scarcely l>e doubted wIimi one learns that 
of many thousands of boys and girls ex- 
amined from the ages of eight to 13 only 
two per rent had a perfecUjr healthy 
set of teeth. To give an Idea of the 
amouat of work doae ia a year at Darm- 
stadt schools it is necessary to quote 
the flRiires of 190^. During the year 
1.376 children were examined and 1,561 
teeth were filled, while 1,871 were ex- 
tracted. In Strassburg 2,6W children 
vere examined. 699 teeth were filled and 
2.912 were extracted. Another interest- 
ing fact ia that 40 per cent, of all teeth 
examined were bad. The method of 
worii is simple: the teacher takes his 
class to the dentist, who examines each 
mouth quickly and marks on the card 
which each child has brought with it 
whether treatment is necessary. If so 
the child must come at;ain on a Satur- 
day. Russia is also joining in the 
asovesBeat. and has already fitted up 
aiae saeh lastitatloBs In 8t Petersburg 
alona, while Moscow has also several.

70a see. was 
cosy and inviting to snch as liked a 
glass of beer, and the purpose of the 
placard was to put sorrow and fear 
into the breasts of drinking men. to 
stir thess vp to win votea, lest their 
pleasant neetlng pla«3e be taken from 
them. That was the Idea of the plac- 
ard, and It was a good Idea. But in the 
dead of the night certain odd noises 
were heard, an-l ihi next morning the 
enormous placard covered tbe froat of 
tbe village poorhotur."
